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Each year meet together 
this conference, are confronted 
with numerous important items for 
our joint consideration.

National public health or- 
ganizations are focusing attention 
the years ahead and preparing 
meet coming situations. There evi- 
increased public interest and 
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concern the broad field 
health. 


Congress, despite the economic sit- 
uation, giving careful consideration 
public health and not cutting 
back appropriations supporting pub- 
health. appears now that next 
year there will least much 
money have had this year for 
construction medical and sewage 
plant facilities, for grants-in-aid 
states for medical research and for 
other public health activities. addi- 
tion, Congress carefully consider- 
ing possible aid schools public 
health. National Training Confer- 
ences under Titles and the 
National Training Act will held 
July and August, and the decision 
will made Congress its next 
session concerning the future this 
act. 

The National Health Survey well 
under way and reports are beginning 
released. State and territorial 
health officers are carefully watching 
its progress that states may par- 
ticipate wherever possible and thereby 
receive the maximum benefit from in- 
formation derived from this national 
activity. Thus the ap- 
pearances the national scene 
this moment are encouraging from the 
standpoint support for and inter- 
est public health. 


Organization Under Study 


There are number develop- 
ments within the State Department 
Public Health that will interest 
you and that may well have 
impact upon your operations. 


The department has been awarded 
grant from the National Institutes 
matched state funds for the addi- 
headquarters building Berkeley.

For some four months now 
team from the Division Organiza- 
tion and Cost Control the Depart- 
ment Finance has been working with 
our staff and with local health officers 
accumulating information concerning 
the organizational structure 
and possible ways which might 
improved and readjusted better 
meet current and future functional 
needs. Preliminary discussions the 
survey team’s findings and tentative 
recommendations have been held and 
these are being subjected intensive 
and study. 

hoped that whatever reorgan- 
ization may effected will facilitate 
closer working relationships with this 
conference and with local health de- 
partments and will make the depart- 
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ment’s assistance you more efficient 
and effective. 


with the plan worked 
out some months ago, the entire per- 
sonnel structure the department 
also now under study team from 
the State Personnel Board. This 
logical corollary the Organization 
and Cost Control Study. The com- 
bined analysis designed make 
not only the organizational structure 
but the total personnel classification 
structure meet modern requirements 
and help better meet current and 
future responsibilities. 


Budget Approved 


After some delay, the budget for 
the coming year was adopted the 
Legislature. New positions were au- 
thorized the field air sanitation. 
Although not provided 
the budget, arrangements have been 
made for one new position designed 
provide technical consultation and 
assistance the field radiation pro- 
tection. Funds were provided con- 
duct studies gnat control. The de- 
partment was keenly disappointed 
the legislative decision discontinue 
support the Morbidity Survey. You 
are aware the importance this de- 
partment has attached this promis- 
ing method gaining information 
about the health Californians. 
Your efforts support this pro- 
gram were greatly appreciated. 

Already planning beginning for 
the next General Session the Legis- 
lature. There are, course, number 
unknowns before the coming 
year. The State stringent finan- 
cial situation and new sources rev- 
enue will have found. There will 
possible there will also number 
changes the Legislature. Therefore, 
not possible clearly predict 
what the state policies will be. Never- 
theless, has been done through the 
years, the department proceeding 
with careful, detailed and thorough 
planning the end that reasonable 
and sound program will presented 
the state administration and the 
Legislature for the 1959-60 Fiscal 
Year. 


Administrative Study Grant Received 


The department recently received 
five-year grant from the Kellogg 
Foundation for the study public 
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health administrative practices and 
procedures. While this grant suffi- 
cient only provide for 
fessional person, hoped that this 
will serve focal point for numer- 
ous studies, both within the depart- 
ment and local departments, de- 
current programs and develop more 
effective and efficient procedures.

During the past influenza 
epidemic significant proportions 
occurred.

Poliomyelitis Incidence California 


The 1957 poliomyelitis disease year 
(April, 1957 through March, 1958) 
was remarkable for the low incidence 
the disease, not only California 
but the United States whole. 
Only 614 cases were reported this 
State compared with 1,844 1956 
and 2,200 1955. even greater 
reduction noted comparison with 
the median 3,392 cases for the 
period 1950-54. 

incidence showed even 
more striking decline from past years, 
with only 260 cases (42 the 
total) reported during the 1957-58 
season. This total the lowest since 
separate recording status 
was begun years ago. 

Only 354 cases polio 
were reported this past year, and 
probable that even many these 
eases were not actually infections 
poliomyelitis virus but were 
were caused other viral agents. The 
Viral and Rickettsial Disease Labora- 
tory has isolating Cox- 
sackie and other nonpolio viruses from 
many these

few these are: study being con- 
excessive fluorides water 
cleft lip and palate, using Cali- 
fornia birth records the ma- 
terial; and study periodontal 
disease 2,000 school-age children 
Sacramento and Livermore. addi- 
tion, study radiation exposure 
was conducted using private dental 
offices Oakland. Recommendations 
for reducing radiation exposure 
dental offices are being formulated. 


Nurses Employed Public Health 
California 


The number available nurses 
not sufficient meet the needs the 
population the State. 
unfilled positions and slightly 
lower percentage total positions 
which are filled with qualified 
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health nurses. Another trend the 
comparative number nurses em- 
ployed health departments and 
schools. Five years ago there were 
more nurses employed schools than 
health departments. Last year there 
were 339 more; this the differ- 
ence has risen 493. 


Public Health Nursing Services the 
Mentally 

The department has become increas- 
ingly aware the need for more pub- 
lic health nursing services families 
the mentally ill and patients dis- 
charged from mental hospitals. This 
involves planning with the Depart- 
ment Mental Hygiene and this has 
been underway for some time.
